ome of the professional competitors had 
imagination, and their fancies ran riot with 
results quite beautiful and artistic. 

There was the Piccadilly ‘‘ Eros ' in sugar, 
Westminster clock tower; even well-known 
Greek statues in salt, sugar, ice, etc., but 
these were copies merely. The original

SLIGO RAILWAY 
ACCIDENT. 


INSPECTING OFFICER’S 
FINDING. 


The Devartmen. of Industry and Com- 
merce publish to-day the report by Mr. T. 
M. Batchen, M.Inst.C.E., Railway .anifhal 
Ofhcer, of an inguiry which he held into the 
circumstances of an accident which occurred 
at 11.47 p.m. on November Ist at Sligo 
Station on the Great Southern Railways. 

As the down night mail train from Dublin 
entered Sligo terminus it came into collision 
with the buffer stops. Eleven passengers 
were injured or suffered from shock, none 
of the injuries being of a serious nature. 
The guard of the train, Thomas Breheny, 
received injurv to his chest and ribs. The 
train consisted of an engine and seven 
vehicles. 

I'he Inspector finds that the engine struck 
the huffers at a speed of probably eighteen 
miles an hour. 

He adds:—‘' With regard to the ground 
fog encountered at the distant signal, and the 
unexpected greasiness of the rails, I cannot 
conceive that these fogs are so uncommon in 
Siigo at this time of the year as tv be 
abnormal, and I am forced to the conclusion 
that the driver was coming too fast, and 
that he delayed too long in shutting off steam 
and getting his train under control. He 
must, therefore, be held responsible for the 
collision.’’

POST-PRIMARY “ COURSES 
IN AGRICULTURE.

VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 


PLEA FOR MUSIC. 


The Rey. that thev 
had every year vast numbers of boys and girls 
leaving the primary schools, and little pro- 
vision was made by a continuation in educa- 
tion to fit them to be useful members of the 
community. It was no uncommon experience 
to find young men of twenty-one years not 
capable of even writing their names. This 
was a loss to the nation after having spent 
34 millions annually on education in the 
primary cools. ‘There was need for con- 
tinuation schools, where vocational training 
would be imparted to build on the foundation 
laid by the primary schools, and to fit the 
young men to become useful and effective 


citizens. 
LOOKING AHEAD. 

It was to be hoped that when power would 
be available from the Shannon scheme that 
industries would spring up throughout the 
country, otherwise it would be hard to justify 
the expenditure of so much money in this 
great undertaking. It was on this assump- 
tion that he pleaded for the extension of 
continuity in education. ' 

If they were to detain the people in the 
country they should, in addition to agri- 
culture, have industrial work in towns and 
cities where they are to be absorbed. Some 
economists held that it was a waste of money 
to be educating people, who in a few years 
would be Jost to the country through emigra- 
tion. With these he did not agree. While 
it should be admitted that those who had 
left Ireland im past ig oi had done remark- 
ably well, they could have done better had 
they been trained for industrial pursuits. 
They had no mechanical training whatever; 
and in the great industrial cities of America 
or Great Britain they were unable to compete 
with the mechanically trained American, 
German, Englishman or Scotsman. . 

The want of continuation in education was 
notiveable in the urban districts; but it was 
more noticeable in rural places. The Irish 
farmer at the. present time had more serious 
competition in British markets than he had 
in the past. Old-fashioned methods would no 
longer avail in the struggle with highly- 
trained and scientific nations that competed 
with them in a common market. The sons 
and daughters of farmers, when they left 
school should receive a continuation course 
in agricultural training. It was sad to see 
people all over the country wasting hours, 
and sometimes days, in doing virtually 
nothing. 

POST-PRIMARY COURSES. 


In a joint statement Professor Eamonn 
O'Donoghue and Mr. J. M. Buckley, Cork, 
strongly urged the need for the establishment 
of continuation or post-primary courses iN 
areas where circumstances were favourable 
for persons between 14 and 16 years of age, 
who were not in attendance at: secondary or 
other schools in waich a satisfactory post- 
primary education is imparted. Attendances 
at these courses should be compulsory. The 
technical schools in the towns were suited 
for these courses, as they were equipped for 
vocational work and had the right inviron 
ment. 

In their schools they suggested that the 
subjects taught should be English, Irish, 
history, and a subject suited to rural life, 
such as gardening or nature study. These 
subjects should be taught from October to 
March and from April to June. An intensive 
course of manual instruction should be given 
to boys and of domestic economy to girls. 
They considered the existing system, by 
which schemes were controlled by popularly 
elected committees, to be a good one, and on 
the question of organisation they recom- 
mended that in big counties like Cork there 
should be an officer to act as director of 
education.» They recommended that a 
minimum rate for technical and agricultural 
education be mandatory on all local bodies; 
and, instancing how the present optional rate 
worked, stated that on one occasion the 
Cork County Council ordered that no con- 
tribution be made to the scheme until the 
name of a soldier who joined a commerce 
class, and attended in mufti, was struck off 
the register. Technical schools should be 
built in all towns of a population of 2,000 and 
over, the money for the erection of which 
»should be ‘available by loan; repayment 
should be extended over 100 years, and the 
State should make direct contributions 
towards the cost of erection and equipment. 


A DESIRABLE. SUBJECT. 


Music should find a place in every technical 
scheme. Jt was a most desirable subject for 
rural districts, where the lives of the home 
needed brightening. The Irish language 
classes in the County Cork had been a marked 
success. There was an urgent need for the 
training of instructors for the future. 

Answering Mr. T. O'Connell, Professor 
O’Donoghue said that the curriculum of the 
continuation schools should cater for both the 
cultural and vocational sides, 

To Mr. Good, T.D.—He thought that Irish 
should be taught in the continuation schools, 
because the very most they could do as 
regards Irish in the primary schools was to 
give facility for the nentons of the language. 

Mr. Good asked were they rot sacrificing 
education in other subjects which might be 
“sr to them by allowing so much time for 
Irish. 

Professor O'Donoghue replied that, in the 
first instance, it would be wrong for them to 
draft a system of education for emigrants.

Sirn,—I feel compelled at the 
possible moment to enter a protest against 
the new scheme by which - commissions 
in His Majesty's Royal Army Medical 
Corps are no longer to be offered 
to open competition in a public - ex- 
amination, but are to be granted to candi- 
dates nominated by certain medical schools 
and universities. The nomination system 
is the oldest known to history, and in the 
past has been little more than a synonym for 
the exercise of corrupt influence. ecause 
of its failure and its tendency to the favour- 
ing of one particular class, it was replaced by 
the competitive system. 

Under the nomination system, now to be 
re-established, students of the National Uni. 
versity, of the Royal College of Surgeons. 
of the medical schools of Cork and Galway 
are absolutely precluded from the prospact 
of holding the King’s commission in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps.. The effect of 
the new regulations will, therefore, be exactly 
the reverse of that which you forecast in your 
leading article. The Dominions Conference, 
from which so much was hoped, will not. be 
much use to us if one of the first effects of it 
will be the exclusion of three-fourths of the 
medical students of the Free State from a 
career in which so many of their ast wert 
in the past have played a distinguished part.

AUSTRALIAN LETTERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THF '!”Ig$H TIMES 

Sir,— Although not an Australian, I can 
sympathise with ‘‘Cornstalk’s”’ temperate 
protest called forth by your recent article 
entitled “ Australian Letters.” The literature 
of Australia may not be voluminous or 
“great”; but then Australia itself was 
‘settled *’ only a little more than a century 
ago, and, until the advent of aeroplanes and 
of ‘‘ wireless,””’ was remote from the culture 
of Western Europe and of North America. 
It is still but a small community, and, despite 
the progress made in transport and in com- 
munications, even now the English mails take 
about five weeks to reach Australian centres. 
Furthermore, it must not be forgotten that 
the history, in both ante-settlement and post- 
settlement periods, of Australia is devoid of 
romance and, so far at least as the post- 
settlement period is concerned, is wholly 
prosaic. The absence of a leisured class and 
of cultural and racial characteristics peculiar 
to the country, and of a Press with literary 
traditions behind it, necessarily occasioned 
a dependence on outside artistic standards 
and achievements, mainly Anglo-Saxon. Yet 
the cult of “‘letters’’ has not been wholly 
ignored, as is evidenced in Turnei“s. and 
Sutherland’s ‘‘ Development of Australian 
Jiterature”’ and in Stevens’s “ Anthology of 
Australian Verse.” What has been written 
both in prose and in verse breathes the spint 
of Australia and faithfully portrays the 
rugged conditions of life in that vast island- 
continent. 
For Irishmen it is a proud thought that 
Irish genius has contributed much to letters 
in Australia. Of the sixty-six poets men- 
tioned in Stevens more than one-third are of 
Irish birth or extraction. It was one of 
these, the founder of Sydney. University—a 
son of a distinguished Dublin surgeon—who 
about 1823 invoked celestial poesy :— 
. +» . ** Some kindling soul imspire 
To wake to life my country’s unknown lyre, 
That from creation’s date has slumbering dain 
Or only breathed some savage, uncouth strain; tY 
And grant that yet an Austral Milton's song 
Pactolus-like flow deep and rich along, 
An Austral Shakespeare rise, whose living page, 
To nature true. may charm in ev'ry age; 

And that an Austra! Pindar daring soar, 
Where not the Theban eagle reach’d before.”’ 
_ If Wentworth’s prayer has. not been heard, 
it is gratifying to know that the spirit of 
song—the ‘‘teacher of heaven’s tongue,” to 
quote from Thomas Bracken's verse—has not 
wanted for devotees ‘‘away down under,’’—

More than twelve years have passed since 
the outbreak of the Great War, and it is 
becoming possible at last to discuss the 
vexed question of responsibility for that 
world-disaster without passion and with a 
reasonable measure of impartiality. The 
roots of the war, of course, are buried in 
the last decades of the nineteenth century. 
The system of secret diplomacy, in which 
peoples were regarded as mere pawns in 
a great game, fostered a spirit of inter- 
national suspicion. In that sense it might 
be argued that the 
‘happened ’’—that it was bound to come 
sooner or later. History will deal faithfully 
with that aspect of the case. Our genera- 
tion is concerned chiefly with the war's 
immediate causes, and the more carefully

one examines the facts, the more clearly 
one realises that the rulers of the German 
Empire were the culprits. Yesterday His 
Majesty’s Stationery Office published 
Volume XI. of “ British Documents on the 
Origins of the War.” This volume contains 
the official documents of the Foreign Office 
dealing with the events of the six weeks 
that preceded the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914; and, while the letters and 
telegrams that it makes public for the 
first time reveal no really new facts, they 
give a useful index to the minds of the 
men in whose hands during those fevered 
weeks the fate of Europe lay.

Up 
to the very last moment Sir Edward, now 
Viscount, Grey was undecided. On July 
Sist, when the tread of armed men already 
was resounding throughout Europe, he 
refused to give the French Ambassador 
in London a definite assurance of British 
aid, and seemed to be hoping against hope 
that Germany would got force the issue. 
Some of his lieutenants at the Foreign 
Office, however, did not share his illusions 
on this point. The late Sir Eyre Crowe saw 
clearly from the beginning that Germany 
wanted war. LEarly during the inter- 
change of notes and telegrams between 
the various European capitals he urged 
His Majesty's Government to mobilise the 
British Navy and to make a clear declara- 
tion of its intention to support Belgium and 
France in the event of invasion. It is recog- 
nised generally now that the war might 
have been postponed, if not prevented, if 
Germany had known that Britain would 
fight her. On the morning of August 4th 
German newspapers appeared with the 
“banner line,” England bleibt Neutral; 
yet within twelve hours war was declared. 
Germany had laid her schemes well, 
but not well enough. . When Sir Edward 
Goschen had his final interview with the 
Imperial Chancellor in Berlin, Bethmann- 
Hollweg was almost hysterical in his 
“indignation” at Britain's unexpected 
refusal to stand aside. Everything else 
had gone according to plan. Russia had 
taken the first step in mobilisation, thus

‘Michel was preparing to defend his Father- 
‘land against the onslaught of Scythian 
hordes and the treachery of perfidious 
Gaul, when Britain called his “ bluff,” 
and, by insisting on the sanctity of that 
precious scrap of paper, spoiled the whole 
business. By the lifting of his’ finger 
Wilhelm of Hohenzollern could have pre- 
vented the war. Without his blessing and 
the promise of his legions Austria would 
not have dared to attack Serbia, and 
Belgium would have been safe. If he had 
known that he was defying Britain’s 
power, how differently events might have 
shaped themselves; but by virtue of its 
very innocence His Majesty’s Government 
hesitated to speak the word that might 
have changed the Kaiser's mind. Sir 
Arthur Nicholson, as well as Sir Eyre 
Crowe, pressed for an immediate state- 
ment of Britain's intentions to stand by 
her friends; but his efforts were in vain, 
and so the war came. Germany chose her 
moment to strike, She struck, and she 
was stricken; for she failed >». feel the 
pulse of England. 


Greater Dublin. 


The Report of the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission, which we summarise to-day, will 
be read with the liveliest interest by Dublin 
citizens, and also, we hope, by all other 
Irishmen anxious for the dignity of the 
capital city of the race. If the Commis- 
sion's recommendations—which will be 
found to agree closely with our forecast— 
are carried into effect, we may look for- 
ward confidently to an orderly develop- 
ment of Dublin in beauty and con- 
venience, so far as that can be ensured by 
wise and far-seeing administration. Two 
objections which we made to the reported 
scheme of the Commission are met, more 
or less satisfactorily, by clauses which now 
are made public. In the first place, we 
suggested that the proposed area of the 
greater city was unduly restricted, and 
left out of account the probable urbanisa- 
tion, as a result of motor transport, of 
hitherto untouched rutal districts. The 

that powers shall be 
revision of the urban 
boundary line from time to time at the 
discretion of the people of city and county 
and of the Ministry. The boundary, in a 
word, is to be regarded as elastic. - Our 
second criticism concerned the proposed 
Town-planning Advisory Council, which 
we regarded as an admirable, but very 
tardy, conception. In the Report it is sug- 
gested that this body shall take into its 
scope, not urban Dublin or Greater 
Dublin alone, but the surrounding region,

extending into the neighbouring counties. 
Moreover, a “regional planning ’’ board is 
propounded by the Greater Dublin Com- 
mission. Whatever delay may be neces- 
sary in the discussion of details of the 
Commission's Report, this recommenda- 
tion ought to receive legislative sanction 
from the Free State Parliament with 
the least. delay possible. Month ‘by 
month the foundations of new buildings 
are laid and new roads are thrust through 
green fields, without any deference to civic 
amenities. This week the Irish public has 
enjoyed a peculiar opportunity to learn 
how the city beautiful is realised in other 
small countries. Professor Ragnar 
Ostberg, designer of what is held to be 
the noblest public building of the century, 
described yesterday to the Royal Dublin 
Society the renaissance of building that 
has come about in Scandinavia through 
pride in native tradition and acceptance 
of native materials by a people satisfied 
with nothing less than the best. He 
showed of  cinematograph 
factories and warehouses; and 
that in 
Scandinavia even such unambitious struc- 
tures as these are not built save to the 
design of artists. Professor Ostberg told our 
representative of his admiration for many 
Irish buildings—Leinster House, Trinity 
College with its richnéss and variety, the 
noble fagade of University College, and, 
above all, the bold severity of the Custom 
House, lightened by its riverside arcades. 
With no mean tradition Dublin, under the 
tlirection of a regional council that will 
enlarge its borders as its spirit grows, and 
will forbid the sullying of its streets with 
further inharmonious- structures, yet may 
be rendered a city admired as Stockholm is 
admired.

Marriages and Deaths. 


The vital statistics of Northern Ireland 
for 1925 reflect the economic conditions 
which prevailed in the area during that 
trying period. Both the birth-rate and 
the marriage-rate were below the average 
for the previous ten years. Births were 
at the rate of 22 per thousand—the lowest 
since 1919. A remarkable feature of the 
marriage statistics was the large number 
of persons who made second voyages into 
the sea of matrimony. Less than 90 per 
cent. of Northern marriages in 1925 were 
contracted between bachelors and 
spinsters ; in 7 per cent. widowers married 
spinsters; in 2.1 per cent. bachelors 
married widows, and in 2 per ‘cent, 
widowers married widows. Thus in eleven 
out of every one hundred marriages one or 
both of the parties were making a %econd 
venture. We suppose that few countries 
in Europe can show higher figures of this 
sort. Second marriages have been 
described cynically.as the triumph of hope 
over experience, but their frequency in 
Northern Ireland suggests rather the 
triumph of object-lessons over prejudice. 
As an offset to the decline of the rates of 
birth and marriage the North can show a 
decline of the death-rate, which, in 1925, 
was 15.7 per thousand, or 1.4 below the 
average for the previous ten years. The 
decline is attributed largely to the success 
of the campaign which, not only in the 
six counties, but throughout Ireland, 
medical science and public hygiene are 
waging against the disease of tuberculosis. 
Unhappily, another disease threatens te 
supersede tuberculosis as the country's 
“national scourge.’’ Last year 1,441 
persons died from cancer in Northern Ire. 
land—the largest figure for a decade. 
When we add the figures for the Free 
State, which were published at a recent 
meeting of the Irish Cancer Research 
Committee, in Dublin, to the Northern 
figures for 1924, we find that in that year 
cancer’s toll of all Ireland was 4,310 
persons. It-is a dreadful total, and in

 Prohibition in Canada. 

At yesterday's general election in the 
Province of Ontario prohibition was the 
paramount issue. The result, which will 
be awaited as eagerly in the United States 
and in these islands as in Canada, was 
unpredictable at the opening of the polls. 
_Mr. Ferguson's Conservative Administra- 
tion proposes to establish Government 
control of liquor in Ontario and to 
abandon the Prohibition Act which has 
been in force for ten years ; and, rejecting 
the instrument of the referendum, it has 
put the issue to the test of a general 
election. The result is uncertain for two 
reasons. In the first place, the bonds of 
party discipline have been relaxed: many 
Conservative politicians have -taken sides 
with the prohibitionists, and many Liberals, 
convinced that. prohibition cannot be en- 
forced, have supported the Government's 
candidates. Mr. Ferguson s strength is in 
the cities; the rural districts, save where 
the French vote prevails, are generally 
favourable to prohibition. In the next 
place, women constitute nearly one-half 
of the registered voters of Ontario, and 
the Churches, which are active supporters 
of prohibition, have made special appeals 
to them. The success or failure of these 
appeals will be decisive; for, if a con- 
siderable majority of the women voters 
opposes the policy of control, Mr. 
Ferguson’s Government will be defeated. 
In the plebiscite of 1924 no fewer than 
69 of Ontario’s 112 constituencies gave 
majorities for prohibition, but it seems that 
Canadian opinion, as a whole, is tending 
to dislike the extreme policy. A few years 
ago all the nine provinces were under 
prohibition ; to-day five of them are under 
Government control. The Canadian Corte. 
spondent of The Times says that during a 
recent visit to the Middle Western Provinces 
he found a striking unanimity of belief 
that Government control was the more 
effective®method of temperance reform. 
Former supporters of prohibition admitted 
to him that “bootlegging” had diminished 
greatly under Government control, and 
that there was less drinking among young 
people and an increasing disposition to 
respect the law.

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THE REV. 8S. IRVINE GRAHAM. 

The Rev. Samuel Irvine Graham, M.A. 
(Cantab), Vicar of Saintfield, "Co. Down, died 
yesterday in the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
Belfast. Mr. Graham graduated in 1887 at 
Trinity College. Cambridge, where he dis- 
tinguished himself as an oarsman and a Rugby 
football player. For some years he held the 
post of classical master in the Methodist 
College, Belfast, and in 1910 he was ordained 
as bishop’s curate to assist in the rural 
deanery of North and South Belfast. Two 
years later he was appointed a minor canon 
of Downpatrick Cathedral, and in 1915 came 
his appointment as vicar of Saintfield. 

During his ministry at Saintfield he made 
many improvements in the church, among 
them being the erection of a fine pipe organ. 
Mr. Graham possessed considerable musical 
gifts, and these, together with his genial dis- 
position, made him very popular at social 
gatherings. He was particularly interested in 
the welfare of the young. Mr. Graham was 
the son of the late Mr. T. Irvine Graham, of 
Aughnacloy, Co. Tyrone. He is survived by 
his wife and one daughter. 


DR. EDWARD ILSLEY. 


The Times regrets to announce that Dr. 
Edward Ilsley, the ‘first Roman Catholic 
Archbishop of Birmingham, died yesterday 
at Oscott College, at the age of 88. Through- 
out the period during which he was the 
head of the Midland Roman Catholic com- 
munity he showed conspicuous gifts as an 
organiser and administrator, and, though a 
keen disciplinarian, was greatly honoured 
and loved. —Ill-health compelled his retire- 
ment in 1921, and sinde then he had lived at 
Oscott. Dr. Dlsley’s predecessor as Bishop 
of Birmingham—the Archbishopric was not 
constituted until the rearrangement, of pro- 
vinces in 1911—was Dr. Ullathorne.

In these © words 
Professor Ragnar Ostberg, the dis- 
tinguished Swedish architect, yesterday 
summarised his impressions of Dublin 
and its citizens. 

“I like the wide, grand character of 
your main streets,’’. he said to an 
Irish Times reporter, “and although I 
had little time to study the principal 
buildings, I found a great deal to impress 
and interest me. Some day I shall return 
to Ireland to study more thoroughly its 
architecture, which has a character 
entirely its own.” 

THE NELSON PILLAR. 

Professor Ostberg expressed surprise 
when he was told that there was a move- 
‘rent afoot to remove the Nelson Pillar 
from its present site. ‘‘ Your people have 
been so good to me that they would 
hardly ever allow me to walk, and I have 
had only a passing glimpse of the 
monument from a motor car,’’ he ‘said. 
“ But I saw enough of it to convince me 
that it is a monument of remarkable 
beauty, quite the best of its kind I have 
seen—and I have seen them in London 
and elsewhere—and ideally situated. It 
gives a character and grandeur “to the 
whole of the wide thoroughfare. 

““ As to the figure of Lord Nelson on 
the top, I can say nothing, because I 
have not examined it closely, but of the 
pillar itself, and the plinth, in particular 
—well, it is a piece of real art; beautiful 
and original in conception, with .which no 
similar monument I have seen is com- 
parable.’’ . is ' 

“But you have bad monuments, -too,'' 
ho added with a smile. “'Perhaps, the 
worst is that of Queen Victoria at Leinster 
House; but then it was done in a 
mediocre, indeed, a bad, epoch. It is far 
voo rich and ornate, and without any re- 
deeming characteristics. The surrounding 
buildings, ‘however — the Parliament 
House, Museum, and Library—are attrac- 
tive.”’ 

THE CUSTOM HOUSE. 

“ Most of all .the Dublin buildings I 
admire the Custom House. That is really 
something to be proud of. It has certain 
Renaissance features, but with variations 
[ have never seen before. The ground 
plans are taken from Italy and Greece, 
like many buildings in other European 
countries, but the whole of it is in quite a 
special manner, which harmonises with 
the nature and temperament of the people. 
It is an elegant composition with a 
marked open-air character. .The interior, 
too, is beautiful, with its grand colonnades 
and corridors in the splendid Italian 
manner. 

“The building formerly known as La 
Truche’s Bank, adjacent to the Upper 
Castle Yard, is also a structure of con- 
siderable charm. They were very good 
artists in those old days, and the actual 
execution, the work of the stone-cutters 
and carvers, is extremely fine and lasting.” 

In Trinity College Professor Ostberg 
found much to admire. “ The interior 
effects of the College,’’ he said, “ are ex- 
traordinarily rich and in the most excel- 
lent taste. I was quite astonished to see 
the wonderful decoration of the rooms. 

“ University College is, of course, a 
totally different kind of building, and it 
is rather difficult to say in its present 
incomplete condition how it will appear 
finally. Ti.ere is, as you enter the College, 
a fine sense of freedom xiven by the 
interior. 

STAINED GLASS. 
I am delighted to know that so many 
of your artists are taking up stained glass 
work. The work I have seen combines 
two essential qualities in this art. There 
is in 1t a really fine sense for colours and 
wonderfully good craftsmanship. It was 
very interesting to find also that at the 
Shamrock Industries, Gowran, Kilkenny, 
Miss Elsa Brahmar, who was trained in 
Sweden, is producing lovely textiles and 
fcarpets. This is an industry which should 
grow in Ireland, where the people have 
really an innate artistic sense. 

“ Let me say, added Professor Ostberg, 
'“how glad I am to be here. It has been 
an exhilarating experience, and I hope 
that many of my fellow-countrymen wil] 
follow me.” 

Yesterday Professor visited 
Trinity College and was conducted over 
the buildings by Dr. L. €. Purser, the 
Vice-Provost. Last night he visited the 
Viceregal Lodge and dined with the 
Governor-General.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The famous German art expert, Pro. 
fessor Wilhelm von Bode, describes the 
picture of Queen Mary (the daughter of 
King Henry VIII.), which Mr. Sabin, the 
Bond street art dealer, bought from the 
late Countess ofCarlisle for five thousand 
guineas, under the impression that it was 
by the famous Dutch master, Holbein, as 
being of extraordinary value and quality, 
and the most important art discovery’ of 
the century. 

Professor von Bode states that Mr. 
Sabin was asked to sell the picture, which 
he brought to Berlin for examination, to a 
German museum, but he demanded such 
a high price that nothing came of the 
deal. 

The Professor estimates the value of the 
portrait at £50,000 sterling, and assumes 
that it will be seld in America, where 
another Holbein recently fetched £60 000 
sterling.

The Duke of Connaught telegraphed 
that he was sure that. the good wishes of 
the brethren would accompany the Duke 
and Duchess.

It is only now that the British Empire is 
going to be what it was destined to be.”

1,000 REPORTED DEAD. 
From Ovr Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

According to reports received here from 
Foochow, fighting started in the environs 
of the city yesterday between the Southern 
troops: and the Northern forces, landed 
from the Northern section of the Chinese 
Navy. These messages state that there 
were a thousand killed. 

Although most of fhe Fukien Province 
has gone over to the Southern side, the 
Fengtien forces are attempting to land men 
at Foochow, in order to prevent the 
Southerners advancing to Shanghai. 


MISSJONARIES IN DANGER. 

Uwing to an outbreak of fighting within 
the city of. Foochow, endangering more 
than two hundred American missionaries, 
the American Consul cabled to Shanghai 
this afternoon requesting assistance. The 
destroyer Hart was immediately despatched 
to Foochow. Japanese destroyers have also 
been sent for the purpose of protecting 
Japanese residents.

This statement. was made in the House 
of Commons yesterday by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, who said that the situation 
remained generally as he had described it 
on Monday. 


STRIKE ON DECEMBER 4th. 

Demonstrations took place*there on that 
day, and naval parties were landed in the 
British Concession with satisfactory moral 
effect. Processions were turned away, and 
there were no incidents. The latest reports 
stated that a genera] strike was fixed for 
December 4th. 

Arrangements had been made to keep a 
sloop at Hankow during the winter, and 
additional forces would be made available 
for landing, if required. River gunboats 
would move to and fro on the river during 
the winter as required.

MORE SHIPS MAY BE SENT. 

"His Majesty's Government,” said Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, “will take all the 
steps which they think are required and 
which they ¢an employ to protect life, but 
they are most loth to intervene in the 
domestic affairs of China, apart from the 
necessity of fulfilling their prime duty of 
defending the lives of British subjects. 

“So far as he was aware, there was not 
the least reason for supposing that the 
shipping facilities at Hankow were not 
adequate to evacuate all British residents 
if it should become necessary to do se. 

The Admiralty considering the 
possibility of adding t- the British naval 
forces in the Far East. 

There was no reason to be apprehensive 
of personal danger to British subjects in 
the treaty ports of China. British subjects 
in isolated parts of the interior were, so 
far, not threatened by any general out- 
break of anti-foreign feeling, but indivi- 
dual cases of danger were bound to occur 
under the present conditions. 

His Majesty’s diplomatic and consular 
officers were in constant touch both with 
the central and local authorities in China, 
with a view to obtaining protection for 
British subjects. 

SHANGHAI'S POSITION. 

He did not at present see reason to 
anticipate an armed attack on Shanghai 
by the Cantonese forces. The activities 
of professional agitators might increase 
the unrest in Labour. circles that had been 
existent in that town for months rast, 
but there did not appear to be grounds 
for believing that this would involve per- 
sonal danger to the British community, 
although it might occasion inconvenience.

The publication is promised within the 
next few days of the last seven volumes of 
the German Foreign Office documents 
covering the important yc-rs from 1912 to 
1914, which form the last. section of the 
work of “ Europe Before the Catastrophe.’’ 

One document already issued for publi- 
cation is a letter dated December 3rd, 1912, 
from Prince Lichnowsky, the German 
Ambassador in London, to Herr von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, the Chancellor, with 
a number of characteristic marginal obser- 
vations of the Kaiser Wilhelm II. 

According to the publisher’s summary, 
the importance of this and another letter 
from Prince Lichnowsky, dated February, 
1914, is that they prove that Germany 
was never under any allusions as to the 
British attitude in the event of a war 
between Germany and France, and that, 
therefore, she was not likely deliberately 
to have provoked one. Prince Lichnowsky 
was reporting a meeting he had had the 
previous day with Lord Haldane to discuss 
the political situation. 

To Lord Haldane’s assurance thai every- 
body in England desired the best relations 
with Germany, the Kaiser added in the 
margin: “ Quite useless such ideas,” and 
his comment on references to the friendly 
reception in Great Britain of speeches 
advocating Anglo-German friendship was 
** Nonsense. '' | 

Having perused Prince Lichnowsky’s 
letter, the Kaiser composed a memorandum 
(undated) on it for Herr von Kiderlin- 
waechter, the Permanent Under-Secretary 
of the German Foreign Office. 

“Haldane’s conversation with Lich- 
nowsky, which I read this morning,’’ he 
wrote, “tears aside the veil of uncer- 
tainty. Out of jealousy and hate of us, 
England will undoubtedly support France 
and Russia against us. In the eventual 
struggle for existence which the Germans 
of Europe, Austria and Germany will have 
to wage against the Slavs (Russia) and 
their Gallic supporters (France) the 
Anglo-Saxons will be on the side of the 
Slavs—reason : jealousy, fear of our grow- 
ing great. Thus a clearing up of the 
situation is most desirable, It must be 
henceforth the basis of our policy. We 
must conclude military agreements with 
Bulgaria, also with Rumania. We must 
also conclude such an agreement with 
Turkey.. Any. Power-that is to be had is 
good enough to help us. It is a question 
whether-Germany is to be or not to be.”

William Joynson-Hicks then stated that if 
the resumption of work within the next few 
days was general he would advise His 
Majesty revoke them at the earliest 
moment,

BISHOP. OF SALISB 
IN DUBLIN. 


Nearly three hundred delegates from all 
parts of Ireland attended a meeting that; 
was held in. the Diocesan Hall, Upper 
Baggot street, Dublin, yesterday. afternoon 
in connection ‘with the world missionary 
call to the Church: The Primate: ‘(the 
Most Rev. Dr. D’Arcy) presided, and the 
proceedings were marked by gréat earnest- 
ness and enthusiasm. | 

A. striking address was -given by: the 
Bishop of Salisbury (the Right Rev.” Dr. 
Donaldson). He'said that eight years had 
passed since the war, and, though the 
world was not yet quiet, the atmosphere 
was clearing and they were beginning to 
see what the world situation was, and 
what lay before them in the immediate 
future. The conviction was being borne 
in upon them all with increasing force 
that they were entering on a great con- 
structive period in the world’s history. 
People born now might live until the year 
2000, and it puzzled his imagination to 
think of what they would see. et 

There was a great constructive period 
before the world, and Christians believed 
that God meant His Church to play’ a 
creative part in that work. There might 
be other formative things at work, but 
they believed that the Church of Christ 
was meant to be the main factor im the 
creation of the new world. They. saw that 
the forces of to-day were totally inade- 
quate to the needs that were to be met. 


CONSTRUCTIVE FORCES. 

Among. .the . constructive. forces were 
Nationalism. That had become a house- 
hold word, and it was quite familiar to 
them in Ireland. | 

The second constructive force was €om- 
mercialism. . Éuropean commerce was ex- 
tending all over the world. Indystries 
were gryowing = tremendously in Japan, 
China and‘ India, . .Commércialism. was 
making a new world for good-ór evil. . 
| There was a hunger for education all 
over the world: education on European 
lines. People from . Kasterh countfies 
were being educated in England and else- 
where in Europe, in the hope of being 
able to hold their own in scientific and 
other progress; but they forgot one thing 
—that European education was founded 
on Christianity. Although education 
without Christianity might be a- fre- 
mendous danger to the world, the new 
world was coming, and there would be a 
new world by 2000 A.D. 

The real creative power which should 
be operating was hardly there for it. The 
one thing necessary in constructive work 
was Christianity. ~The only way in which 
they could do their part was by: inoculat- 
ing the vast hordes of men and women 
in China, India, Africa, and elsewhere 
with the Christian spirit ; with character, 
which was the one creative force in human 
affairs to-day, by sending among them 
Christians, so that: contact with them 
would spread Christianity. 


THE TEST. 


He wanted Christians to understand 
that their work was going to be fested by 
one test alone: Were they going to pro- 
‘duce the men and women who would 
engage in that work in the future? That 
was what was wanted—men and women 
who were on fire with the leve of Jesus 
Christ. That was the task before them.

FROM OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The House of Commons was well attended 
during the question hour to-day, members 
showing keen interest in the return of 
Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy and in a 
statement (printed elsewhere) by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain on China. 

The Judicial Committee Bill, which has 
already passed the House of Lords, came up 
for second reading, and at first seemed assured 
of an equally smooth pastage through the 
Commons. ‘The object of the bill is to enable 
two appointments to be made to the Judicial 
Committee at a salary of £2,000 each. 
Persons accepting the office, however, have a 
reasonable prospect of getting a further 
£2,000 from the Government of India. The 
bill itself provides that they may do so, the 
only ipdlation being that the additional 
£2,000 should come out of Indian revenues. 

Sir Henry Slesser, from the Labour benches, 
not only blessed the bill, but threw his robe 
over the ex-Lord Chancellors who had so 
often been criticised for drawing a pension 
of £5,000 a year “for nothing.” Sir Henry 
declared that. there was no harder-worked 
body of men than those who were members 
of the Judicial Committee. 

MR. KIRKWOOD'S OUTBURST. 

Under all this praise Mr. David Kirkwood 
became restive, and it was not long before 
he burst forth in an angry torrent of words. 
He railed against the injustice of paying men 
£4,000 a year whilst engineers had to accept 
55s. a week, and miners had been forced to 
accept a miserable wage. The Prime Minister 
seemed to be the principal object of the 
hon.. member’s tirade. No Prime Minister, 
he said, was worth £4,000, and he 
iuveighed against the inequalities of salaries. 
Members of the party cpposite, said 
Mr. Kirkwood, had got into the habit of 
taking salaries of tens of thousands. This 
statement greatly surprised Mr, Baldwin. At 
all events, he sat up in hie seat and looked 
round at his colleagues, as if trying to find 
out those who had acquired such a habit. 

Diverting his attention for the moment 
from the Ministerialists, Mr. Kirkwood had 
something to say about his own leaders, who 
supported the Bill. ‘‘ It is enough.” he said, 
““fo make the very stones cry out.” But Sir 
Henry Slesser did not seem to mind. He 
lounged on the front Opposition bench, and 
smiled when Mr. Kirkwood was expressing 
his contempt. 

The Bill was read a second time by 230 
votes to 28. , 

GUARANTEED LOANS. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy signalised 
his re-appearance in the House by support- 
ing the Government's proposals to guarantee 
luans aggregating 144 millions, to be raised 
by the Governments of Palestine, Kenya, 
Uganda, Northern Rhodesia, Nyasaland, or 
‘Tanganyika. He said that he considered the 
guarantee essential in the interests of Empire 
development. 

Mr. Saklatvala’s comment on Lieutenant- 
Commander Kenworthy’s initial effort As a 
Labout member was intended to put his new 
colleague in what he said was his proper 
place. It was not the ‘maiden speech of a 
new Socialist member, but the old Liberal 
etuff, worthy, perhaps, of inclusion in the 
Green Book, but not in the Red.

Miss Owen, a beneficiary under Lord 
Northcliffe's will, sought to establish that 
an agreement dated September 20, 1922, 
made between Sir George Sutton—as 
administrator pendente lite of the estate 
of Lord Northcliffe—Lord Rothermere, 
the. Daily Mirror Newspapers, Ltd., and 
the Sunday Pictorial Newspapers, Ltd., 
was not binding on the persons beneficially 
interested in the estate of Lord North- 
cliffe, and was void and should be set 


aside. 
THE EXECUTOR’S DUTY. 

Mr. Jowitt, K.C.,; for Miss Owen, resumin 
for the third day his opening speech on behalf 
of Miss Owen, said that, before: reading the 
affidavit on the summons which had” been 
taken ont in the probate action when the 
order was made sanctioning the sale of the 
shares, he wished to point out that the cases 
indicated plainly that the administrator 
pendente lite had no right tovsell without the 
sanction of the Court. 

Mr. Maugham, K.C. (for Sir George Sutton) 
said that he was not sure that he agreed 
with Mr. Jowitt’s submission. 

Mr. Jowitt remarked that, so long as all 
the circumstances were disclosed to the Court, 
the executor was protected. 

Counsel desired to protest against the idea 
that anyone in a fiduciary capacity who was 
going to the Court to obtain approval of an 
agreement could leave it to his solicitors, 
counsel or legal advisers to find the requisite 
evidence. That was not their function. Their 
duty was to put the evidence into shape if 
the materials were put before them. It was 
entirely wrong that an administrator should 
leave the procuring of the evidence to his 
solicitors and counsel without telling them the 
material facts, 

THE PURCHASE PRICE. 

“The allegation in this case,’’ continued 
Mr. Jowitt, “is, among other things, that 
the purchase price fixed by this contract was 
below the best price which could have been 
obtained. 

“Tt is further alleged that Sir George 
Sutton entered into the agreement recklessly 
and improvidenily, and, knowing all the eir- 
cumstances I have just mentioned, I am going 
to call a witness—I did not know until 
yesterday TIT should be able to do so—and-TI 
understand that this witness, Mr. Marlowe, 
will satisfy your lordship that there was at 
the time, and to the knowledge of the de- 
fendants, Sutton and Rothermere, another 
prospective purchaser in the field. 

“Not only was such a purchaser not en- 
couraged to propound his offer, but he was 
actively discouraged from so doing. 

“If those facts which I have just men- 
tioned are proved before you, one understands 
at once why there. was in this case the 
tremendous haste which these papers so 
plainly indicate. 

““I thought I ought to tell you the fact 
before I read these affidavits, so that you 
could have it in mind. Obviously, if such 
was the fact, it might have influenced the 
judge's mind.’’ 

Mr. Maugham—Would it be convenient to 
tell me the name of the prospective pur- 
chaser ? 

Mr. Jowitt—Mr, Marlowe.’ I do not say 
he was acting on his own behalf. I do not 
suggest it, but he was charged with the 
negotiation. I have some hesitation in tell- 
ing my friend who was behind him, and, 
perhaps, Mr. Maugham will ask Mr. Marlowe 
if he wants to know. In the absence of 
Mr. Marlowe I do not think I ought to say 
anything further. 

“THE DAILY MAIL.” 

Mr. Jowitt then read Sir George Sutton’s 
affidavit made in connection with the probate 
action, containing references to the codicil 
of Lord Northcliffe to his will in respect to 
the sale of his Deferred Shares in the Asso- 
ciated Newspapers, Ltd., when the judge, in- 
terrupting, suggested that it might be Lord 
Northcliffe thought the paper’s value might 
fall after his death. 

Mr. Jowitt said that at that time the 
paper had been going on for six weeks after 
Lord Northcliffe’s death, and there had been 
a reasonable time to try to see whether Lord 
Northcliffe’s death had made any difference. 

At the time of the codicil Lord *North- 
cliffe was about to undergo a surgical opera- 
tion, and it was obvious that he was making 
a codicil] with a possible view that he would 
not recover from the operation. 

The Judge—It says to sell as rapidly as 
possible. Is that not perfectly obvious? He 
was the Daily Mail. 

Mr. Jowitt—He was the Daily Mai up to 
1919. From 1919 he was not the Daily Mau. 
He did not give so much time to it. 

In further answer to the judge, Mr. Jowitt 
said that for some reason or other Lord 
Northcliffe obviously thought that it was 
desirable those things should be settled. 

Counsel said that he should ask the judge 
to consider the Honeyman letter to Lord 
Rothermere as a possible purchaser. 

Lord Rothermere was bound to apply for 
facts and figures in relation to the property 
it was intended to buy, but his Lordship 
would have to look at the letter again as to 
whether the letter, in which Honeymans 
expressed their mind, was the way they 
would have expressed their mind to a 
possible purchaser. 

Mr. Jowitt said that the price of the 
shares was obviously dependent on the divi- 
dends paid, and if the dividend was raised, 
the value of the stock would correspondingly 
increase. 

The Judge—Is it not fair to assume that 
he might also have taken into account what 
the possible effect of Lord Northcliffe’s death 
might be? 

Mr. Jowitit—I do not. doubt it. He had 
had six weeks to test it. 

The Judge said that six weeks was not 
a long time in the life of a newspaper. 

Mr. Jowitt said that it was something, 
and, if Sir George had said to the Court 
that it was obvious that they would have to 
increase the dividend and issue bonus shares, 
it would have been a different matter; but 
he did not do so. 


HIDDEN PROFIT ALLEGED.

£1,541,000, representing the value of the 
bonus shares. and £110,000, representing cash 
ix dividends. That, said counsel, was 
enough, and more than enough, to pay for the 
block of shares they held. , 

Mr. Maugham—That was on the assumption 
that Lord Rothermere would be good enough 
to manage the companies with his other 
interests during that period, 

Mr. Jowitt said that Sir George Sutton had 
never pointed out to the Probate Judge the 
vast increase that had taken place in circ 
lation and advertising Revenue. Counsel read 
Mr. Arnholz’s brief, which stated that, as the 
price paid for the shares sold from time to 
time was only about £1 18s., it mast be taken 
that the purchase price in the yer of 
£4 was quite a handsome one. If the court 
was prepared to gn the agreement, he 
(Mr. Arnhols) offered no objection. — . 

Mr. Jowitt said that no breach of criticism 
could be levelled against Mr. Arnholz’s 
position if he was under the impression that 
£1 18s. was the price of these shares. 

Mr. Maugham—That is true. It was the 
average price at which they were changing 
hands. 

Mr. Jowitt—I. wonder if he knew that on 
September 12th Sir Pomeroy Burton, one of 
the diréctors, was buying these shares for £5. 

Mr. Maugham—Even if he had it would still 
show that the price of £4 was an admirable 
one. 

Mr. Jowitt said that the first thing which 
must impress the Judge was the positively 
indecent haste with which Sir George Sntton 
and Ford Rothermere were pressing on their 
colicitors. 


MR. MARLOWE'S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Marlowe, who was the first witness 
called, said that he was a director of Asto- 
ciated Newspapers, Ltd., and was Chairman 
of the company. He remembered receiving 
a letter from Lord Rothermere a month be- 
fore Lord Northcliffe died, asking about the 
price of the shares, 

He replied that his knowledge of the value 
of the shares was limited. The fact was: that 
he bought some shares from Lord Rother- 
mére at 26s. 6d., and that within twelve 
months of that time he had sold some at £2, 
the best price he could get. 

Mr. Jowitt (for Miss Owen)—Did you see 
Tord’ Rothermere after Lord Northcliffe’s 
death ?—-Several times. 

Did, you have a discussion with him rela- 
tive to these shares’—No; I told him I 


Were you acting on your own behalf, 
or for some other person ’—I had been asked 
several times during three or four years be- 
fore Lord Northeliffe’s death whether it 
would be possible to buy his coltrolling shares 
in the Deily Mai. I put the question once 
to Lord Northcliffe, and bis answer was that 
the shares would never be sold during his 
life, but if he died they would probably go 
into the possession of somebody who would 
be agreeable to me. 


THE CHIEF CONSERVATIVE AGENT. 

Can you state on whose behalf you were 
considering the matter?—The man who ap- 
proached me three or four times was Sir 
Malcom Fraser, who was then chief Gon- 
servative agent. After Lord Northcliffe’s 
death I sent for him, and said this seems 
to be the opportunity. I told Lord Rother- 
mere that I wanted to buy the shares. 

What did he say to that ?—Nothing. 

Did you speak to anybody else ?—Yes, Sir 
George Sutton, several times. I asked him 
to let me know what sort of price he wanted 
and to fix a time when we could discuss it. 

Did you fix a time?—No; I could never 
get him to suggest anything. 

id he name a price? No; he said there 
was @ great deal to be done. and he was 
not. ready to discuss" it. The last time 
I said to him; ‘ The truth is, Sutton, you 
do not want another offer.” His answer 
was—‘‘ Well, that is the truth. TI do not.” 
I did not pursue the matter after that. 

Mr. Marlowe said that he was entitled to 
a quarter of a hundredth part of the residue 
of the estate. 

Apart from that, are you interested in this 
case? I am still Chairman of the Associated 
Newspapers, and my principal interest is to 
protect my own reputation. 

You have been. subpenaeds by the other 
side? I have been subpeenaed by both sides. 

Mr. Luxmoor, K.C. (for Lord Rothermere) 
- Did you go to Lord Rothermere, when 
Lord Northcliffe was ill, with a view to his 
taking over the paper, in the event of his 
brother’s death? I do not recollect ever 
seeing him before Lord Northeliffe’s death. 

I say you went on behalf of the Daily 
Mail staff to express the hope that, in the 
event of Lord Northcliffe’s death, he would 
take over the paper? I never did that. 

Mr. Marlowe said that he thought he told 
Lord Rothermere who the people were 
behind him wanting to buy the shares. He 
also told Sir Andrew Caird of the offer he 
had received, ' 

Mr. Luxmoor—Had you mentioned the | 
price? No. 

Were you prepared to name anything like 
£4? I was never given the opportunity to 
name a price. : 

Mr. Maugham (for Sir George Sutton)— 
What was your reason for not wanting to 
reply to Lord Rothermere’s question as to 
your view of the value of the shares? It 
was only temperamental. 

Your letter suggests that £2 is about the 
right price? No; my knowledge was limited 
to that fact. 

Counse: suggested that Mr. Marlowe was 
told all the steps in the transaction for the 
sale of the shares for £4. 

I'r. Marlowe demurred, and said that he 
on! knew when the offer was accepted.

A suggestion that opportunity should be 
taken of Sir Austen Chamberlain’s visit to

As was distinctly stated, at 
the time in the House of Commons by the 
then Chancellor of the Exchequer, the issues 
were intended for the purposes of paying 
French debts in Great Britain, and “for the 
purchase by the French Government of 
rhaterials of war.” | “id . 

REGARDED AS STERLING ISSUES. 

It was true they were issues In Fren 
currency, but in all real respects, apart. from 
the legal aspect, they were regarded as ster- 
ling issues. Not only did the Treasury issue 
its certificate to enable the loan to be raised, 
but, as the prospectus stated, the issue had 
the approval of the British Government. 

The public was authoritatively informed 
that by purchasing these bonds every patriotic 
Englishman was helping the Allied cause, just 
as if he was subseribing to a British issue. 
Subscribers. naturally, felt that they were 
buying a sterling issue. 

If moral obligations were to be disregarded 
and treated as a scrap of paper, there was an 
end of international confidence and: inter- 
national credit. 

It was, added the Chairman, inconceivable 
that a great and proud nation like the French, 
who fought so magnificently during the war; 
would deliberately let down those who came 
to their aid in their hour of need. Many 
bondholders were siffering terrible. hardship 
as a result of the slump in French currency,” 
and were unable to afford even the proposed 
levy of one shilling for every hundred’ pounds 
worth of their holdings to carry on that 
movement. 

A HINT FOR SIR A. CHAMBERLAIN.

THE COST OF PROHIBITION. 


A long correspondence ‘has passed between 
the Rev. Mr. Johnston, convener of the six 
counties temperance conference, and Mr. 
H. M. Pollock, Finance Minister, Northern 
Ireland, with reference to the local option 
canipaign. 

Mr. Johnston, in his letter, says that their 
attachment to the Unionist cause would not 
be imperilled by any act of theirs. The 
General Assembly; he says. has for many 
years passed. resolutions im favour of local 
option, and it seems to us scarcely. playing 
the game that how, when public opinion has 
been formed and js ready to advance to the 
realisation of its ideal, our Prime Minister 
should come forward and make his undemo- 
eratic Newry pronouncement. You and I know 
too much of the history of the Irish Presby- 
terian Church and its handling of great 
public questions to imagine for one moment 
that it is going to be deflected from the 
path of duty by a single hair’s breadth by 
the statement of ‘any one man, even though 
he should occupy the exalted position of the 
country’s Prime Minister. 

Mr. Pollock, in reply, says that, assuming 
that legislation was introduced for complete 
prohibition in the province, they would be 
reminded by the Imperial Government that 
their contribution tolmperial-services is the first 
charge on the revenues of the province, after 
normal expenditure has been provided for, and 
he appends as an estimate of the cost of pro- 
hibition. i 

The awards. for. compensation -to” spirit 
grocers, etc., would exceed six million pounds 
compensation; for the producers of alcohol, 
on a conservative estimate, the ¢ost would be 
three million pounds, and to prevent '' boot- 
legging the additional police required would 
cost £200,000. 

The loss of revenue they would have to 
face would be £2,210,000 per annura ; licensing 
duties amounting to £44,000 per annum would 
disappear. The income tax on profits of the 
trade was estimated at more than' £65,000 
per annum, and these would also disappear. 

Taking all the figures into consideration, he 
estimated the annual loss to revenue at 
£3,304,000, and in those figures he had not 
taken into account the loss to the province in 
respect of diminished export, increase of un- 
employment, lessened transport earning, etc., 
amounting, as he was advised to approxi- 
mately £3,000,000. He adds that there is no 
conceivable taxation that could be imposed by 
his Government to cover even the smallest 
fraction of that vast sum, and he strongly 
deprecates anything which, at the present 
time, would split the Unionist Party.

|} INDUSTRIAL COURT’S FINDINGS. 


Certain points in the memorandum between 
shipowners and seagoing wireless operators 
having been submitted to the Industrial Court 
by the Association of Wireless and Cable 
Telegraphists, the Court issued their interpre- 
tation of the matters raised. 

With regard to employment in port, the 
Court state that an operator is. only to be 
employed on cargo and/or clerical duties in 
regular rotation with and relief of the 
navigating officers. , 

As to payment, it is pointed out that 
the remuneration of an operator consists of 
salary and allowances. His contract of service 
is continuous, and it makes -no diflerence 
whether he is on the ship s articles or not, 
he is still in the service of his employers, 
and his salary accrues from day to day. 

Regarding the subsistence allowance, it is 
stated that if food is not supplied by the 
shipowner, and arrangements are made by the 
officers of the ship with the steward for the 
supply of food, such an arrangement would 
not, in the view of the Court, constitute the 
provision of food by the shipowner, and in 
such circumstances the operator would he 
entitled to be paid the sum of ós. per day. 

Further, if an operator, whilst in port in 
Great Britain and Ireland, is instructed to 
be or stand by íor duty, or to travel on 

is employers’ business, he is to arded 
being on active service, and entitled to the 
yment of the subsistence allowance where 
ood is not provided. In the absence of such 
an instruction, he would not be entitled to 
subsistence allowance.

It is true that the procedure in our Courts 
of Law is different from the prodedure in the 
Courts of Law in Scotland or, England, but 
surely it is not to be laid down in this House 
that British citizens abroad, who are. re- 
quired to conform to all the condition’ of 
citizenship, are not to have all the privileges 
of citizenship, and that an Engli and 
a Scotsman are to find themselves in one 
pre, “Fs and an Irishman, and particularly 
an Ulsterman, is to find himself in another. 

On one occasion in this House an attempt 
was made to have the duty on whiskey made 
lower in Ireland than elsewhere,.and. Mr. 
Gladstone, standing at that box, said:—‘“‘ I 
do not conceive it to be any part of the 
rights of man that an Irishman should be 
able to get drunk cheaper than a Scotsman 
or an Englishman,’’ (Laughter.) nurely, if 
an Englishman and Scotsman are to have 
facilities for divorce provided in this bill, 
while an Ulsterman is not, that must be a 
denial of some parts of the rights of British 
citizens. 

I think that the noble lord, though I have 
no doubt he spoke upon very good legal 
advice, must be somewhat in error in the 
statement he made. I can state to him 

uite definitely, and of personal knowledge, 
chat in this very year, 1926, the Parliament 
of Northern Ireland had before them a 
Divoreé Bill, which was duly passed into law.

BARON PALLES. 


APPLICATION IN ENGLISH 
CHANCERY DIVISION. 

A case connected .with-the estate of the 
late Chief Baron. Palles was ‘heard in the 
Chancery Division, London, yesterday, by Mr. 
Justice Eve, when an application was made by 
Mr. J. Robinson, General Solicitor in Lunacy 
in the Irish Free. State, the Irish committee 
of Christopher Palles, that‘all proceedings in 
the action by the English Committee: against 
Colonel Malcolm Hammond, Edward Welch, 
and Mrs. Jane Rydon should be stayed. 

Mr, Vaisey, K.O:, for the applicant, said 
that he.did not ‘dispute the jurisdiction of this 
Court to make an administration order, such 
as had been madé in the action, but, having, 
regard to the terms of the will of Chief Baron 
Palles, it was inconvenient that this action 
should continue on foot. The Chief Baron, 
who was a most distinguished Irish judge, 
made his will on the 6th June, 1916, and he 
died on the 14th of Febriary, 1920. The will 
was proved in Ireland, and the-sole executrix 
was his niece, Elizabeth Palles; who died on 
the 22nd of January, 1925. The. testator’s 
only son had from childhood been mentally 
deficient, and that had necessitated taking pro- 
ceedings in England aná Iteland 

The scheme of the will was to put the son, 
Christopher Palles, in the charge of his 
cousin, Miss KE, Palles. . On. the. 7th of 
February, 1925; th» son was brought to Eng- 
land, and this action was started in March. 
1925. It was an action for the administration 
of the Chief Pron sa trust. 

| NEW TRUSTEES, 

Miss Pailes’s will was proved in 
the Free State by the defendants, Colonel 
Welch and Mrs. Rydon, and by an 
order made in this action the were 
appointed new trustees of the will of the 
Chief Baron, in place of Miss Palles. A 
committee to the son, who had been def- 
nitely found a lunatic by inquisition, was 
appointed. The defendants sold the codicil 
in Dublin, where he had resided, and the 
bulk of the Chief Baron’s estate was now in 
England, and was represented by English 
investments, or, at any rate, njust ‘be treated 
as situated in this country, In March. 1926. 
Mr. Robinson was appointed committee in 
Ireland, and in April he caused a writ for 
the administration of the estate to be issued 


It was obviously inconvenient, 
counsel, that. the estate should be ad- 
ministered in bofh countries, In June there 
was a motion by the defendants to stay pro- 
ceedings in Ireland, and that motion’ stood 
over pending the resnit of the present ap- 
plication. The will of the Chief Baron. con- 
tained these words :—*' The paramount 
object of this will is to secure for my son 
every source of hapriness and comfort: con- 
sistent with his condition, and I direct that 
this will shall be construed as having the 
attainment of that object, my primary in- 
tention, and one to which al other pro- 
visions of the will, save pecuniary legacies 
shall give way, if necessary.”” Counsel sub.

“ EQUAL JUSTICE FOR DAVID 
AND GOLIATH.”’ 


After a trial that lasted five days at the 
Old Bailey, London, William Miller Kneale 
42), an export agent of Old Hall streat, 
iverpool, was found guilty on a charge of 
egy 536 a defamatory libel of and concern- 
ing Mr. Francis Darcy Cooper, Chairman. of 
Lever Brothers, and other directors of the 
company.: The. prisoner was sentenced to 
nip months in the second division. 

The: Recorder (Sir Ernest Wild, K.C.), 
summing up, said that Sir Henry Maddocks, 
for the detente, had talked about a little 
man being “up against ” a big company. 
‘‘ If it is implied that this is a fight between 
David and Goliath,” said the Recorder, “' the 
defendant being David and Lever Brothers 
Goliath, all I can say is that both David and 
Goliath are entitled to equal justice.” 

Kneale’s defence, proceeded the Recorder, 
was that the words complained of were not a 
libel; that, if they were libellous, they were 
not a libel.on.the directors. of Lever 
Brothers, but on the directors of the Niger 
Company, and that, even if they were 
libellous, and referred to Lever Brothers, he 
was protected by what the law called 
privilege. — Although the occasion might be 
privileged there must not be a misuse of 
the occasion from some indirect or crooked 
motive. The case for the prosecution was 
that Kneale had been engaged in an inten- 
sive campaign of malice. They suggested 
that his whole conduct was consistent only 
with the view that he was, first of all and 
rimarily, out to get a job for himself with 
tee rothers at a salary consistent with 
his own opinion of himself as a superman, 
and that, having failed, he changed his 
tactics, and either “from revenge or to bring 
pressure he went, out to wreck the’ company, 
and do all he could to upset the feelings and 
injure the irivestments of tens of thousands 
of people who had their money in that great 
trading concern.

APPLICATION FOR LEAVE TO

In the Court of Criminal Appeal, in the 
case of the Attorney-General v. Henry 
McCabe, an application was made on behalf 
of the defendant, who is under sentence of 
death for the murder of the four members 
of the McDonnell family, in whose employ- 
ment he was as gardener, and their two ser- 
vants, at ‘“‘ La Mancha,’’ Malahide, for leave 
to appeal against his conviction and sentence 
at the trial, before Mr. Justice O'Byrne and 
a jury, in the Central Criminal Court, Green 
street, Dublin. 

The execution has been fixed to take place 
on the 9th inst. 

The Court was filled with barristers, wit- 
nesses at the trial and members of the general 
public, including Mrs. McCabe, wife of the 
condemned man. 

The grounds on which the application was 
based were:—The admission in evidence of

THE DANGER. 

Mr. Gorey said that the proposal, while 
most desirable in the present case, might be 
most undesirable in the future. With parties 
equally balanced, one would have an extra 
vote should the person returned without 
election as ex-Chairman not be reappointed 
to the chair. 

General Mulcahy, supporting the proposal, 
suid that a member who accepted the chair 
was definitely prejudiced for re-election to the 
House. No constituency could be relied upon 
to give number one vote to a candidate be- 
cause he had acted as Chairman of the Dail. 

The Minister for Justice, concluding the 
debate, pointed out that the Chairman was a 
member called from the service of his con- 
stituency to the service of the Dail. That was 
the fact of the situation, and it was recog- 
nised in the bill. With proportional repre- 
sentation in operation they could not do as 
was done in Britain, where, by recognised 
égreement among all parties, the ex-Speaker 
was returned unopposed. 

It had been said by Deputy Johnson that 
the Constitution should not be altered lightly. 
lhe Constitution was drafted by a number 
of persons who candidly recognised that not 
one amongst them had experience of either 
parliamentary life or departmental] adminis- 
tration. For that reason they inserted a pro- 
vision that for eight years after the Constitu- 
tion came into operation it ywould be possible 
to alter it by ordinary process of legislation. 

On a division, the motion for the second 
reading. was carried by 46 votes to 21. 

GENERAL ELECTION HOLIDAY. 

Moving the second reading of the Con- 
stitution (Amendment No. 3) Bill, 1926, 

Mr. Kevin O'Higgins said that it was in- 
tended to amend the section dealing with the 
proclamation of the day of the general elec- 
tion as a public holiday. The original in- 
tention was to secure that every elector 
would record his vote. In practice it had 
resulted in a general dislocation of business, 
as well as general hardship to workers 
through loss of their wages. The polling 
booths were open for a sufficient time i 
enable voters to exercise the franchise, 
either before or after their day’s work. Any 
inconvenience caused to the individual voter 
was less than the inconvenience which caused 
the loss of a day’s work and a day’s pay. 

Mr. Johnson seid that if the Constitutics 
was to be amended by the removal of the 
Easa min the polling day a public 
oliday, it should be an un erstanding that 
the electoral law should be altered so as to 
extend the hours of polling. He suggested 
that the hours Meo? ag be from midday to 


Sé sr. 

Mr. Hewat approved the object of the 
bill, ‘Voters, he said, should have the morn- 
ing free to carry on their work without in- 
terruption. If the olling booth were open 
from midday, nobody would be incon- 
venienced., 

Mr. Lyons supported the measure. 

Mr. Gorey said that the Minister would be 
well advised to extend the time for polling. 
As a matter of fact, under the present ar- 
rangement employers took advantage of the 
holiday to go to the seaside. They were one 


of the non-voting classes at the elections. 


Mr. Michael Egan popes that if the hours 
of polling were changed a distinction would 
be made between winter and summer. 

Mr. Wilson—Perhaps, the Minister would 
promise that we would only have an election 
in the summer, (Laughter. )

LIFE OF THE DAIL. 

Mr. O’Higgins moved the second reading 
of a bill to amend the Constitution by ex- 
tending the life of the Dail from four years 
to a maximum of five’ years. * It was not, he 
said, proposed to affect the duration of the 
existing Dail. One reason for extending the 

riod was that it would give newly chosen 
Ministers a chance of becoming acquainted 
with the routine of their several devartments. 
The Executive Council had come to the con- 
clusion that the proper term for the Dail’s 
existence was five years, which obtained in 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Hewat agreed that the present term 
was too short. 

Mr. Johnson said that it was desirable 
that the Constitutional maximum should be 
greater than the electoral maximum, 

The second reading was agreed to. 

THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL. 

Mr. O'Higgins naxt moved the second 
reading of a bill providing for the increase 
of the Executive Council from seven mem- 
bers, as at present, to a maximum of twelve 
members. This proposal, he said, was to 
provide for greater elasticity for the Presi- 
dent in the matter of the selection of col- 
leagues who would share with him respon- 
sibility for policy and administration gene- 
rally to the electorate and the Dail. That 
would leave it open to the President to call 
into collective responsibility as many as 
eleven Ministers. 

They felt that every succeeding President 
of the Executive Council on the day of his 
election should have a free hand to decide 
how many of the Departments of State he 
would make the subject of collective respon- 
sibility. At present there were some very 
important departments outside the Executive 
Council, such as riculture, Local Govern- 
ment, Fisheries, atid the Post Office, and it 
might be thought that, in a country so pre- 
dominently agricultural, it was scarcely wise 
that the Department of Agriculture should 
be administered without collective respon- 
sibility on the part of the Government as a 


whole. 
EXTERN MINISTERS. 

Mr. Johnson said that the Minister should 
have given the House some reasons for the 
necessity of the Change at the present time. 
He felt that sufficient time had not been 
given to the Extern Ministers’ experiment, 
and that they ought to have a real trial of 
the existing arrangement. If they were 
going to have an Executive Council of twelve 
it was almost ‘certain that they would have 
a small cabinet within that Ministry. There 
were people who were ungenerous enough to 
think that even within the present seven of 
the Executive Council they had a small 
Cabinet, which acted i ive of the 
views of the outer circle, and this present 

would make this t certain in 
a bigger Council in the future. 
Mr. Hewat said that he agreed with Mr. 


‘Johnson when he criticised the oneness of

There might not be more than eight or nine, 
but the measure gave latitude to the Presi- 
dent to take his own course in that respect, 
based on his own political exigencies. With 
proportional representation election there 
might be in the Dail numerous¢groups necessi- 
tating coalitions of one kind or another, and 
the circumstances would vary after each 

eneral election. The President might find 
himself with his hands tied against calling 
into the Executive Council every one of the 
Ministers, or only seven or eight, whichever 
number suited his position better. 

The ees in favour of the bill were 
uite in the absolute. There was no necessity 
or people to go burrowing down for secret or 
unstated reasons, or to attribute the change 
to the personality of some particular Minister. 
The arguments for it were of themselves 
sound. 

The second reading was then passed unani- 

mously. 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT CHANGES. 

Mr. Burke moved the second reading of the 
Local Government Bill, 1926. He said that 
the Local Government Act of 1925 was of 

such a far-reaching and fundamental character 
as fo amount practically to a new system of 
socal government. Every day the advantages 
of that measure, from the points of view of 


efiiciency and economy, were becoming clearer. ' 


As happened with all such comprehensive 
measures, it was found in practice that amend- 
ment was required at various points. 
Measures thought at the time to be perfect 
were found when put to the test of applica- 
tion to be capable of improvement. 

He explained the clauses of the bill, which 
covered the principal amendments to the Act 
of 1925. Those included the proposed new 
forms of the demand notes for rates. A new 
provision gave powers to the Board of Health 
to borrow directly for Board of Health pur- 
pon with the consent of the County Council 
’y resolution. Section 2 extended the ex- 
emption from rates on new buildings com- 
pleted after April 1, 1927, and before April 
1, 1950. The bill was limited in scope because 
of the necessity of getting it through the 
Oireachtas in time for the making of next 
years rates. 

Mr. Gorey said that he took advantage of 
the second reading to criticise the methods of 
the Local Government Department. He 
wanted to know if the Minister had called 
into being an advisory council such as was 
provided for in the Constitution. The De- 
partment wanted to appoint County Medical 
Officers of Health for which there was no de- 
mand in the country. 

Mr. Burke reminded the deputy that such 
Was provided for in last year’s Act. 

Mr. Gorey—I was trying to get it in some- 
how, 

Mr. Burke—You 
later on. 

Mr. Gorey asked the Minister to take into 
consideration .the circumstances of the coun- 
try, and not make unnecessary appointments 
at the present time. - 

Mr. Lyons said that sufficient time had not 
been allowed for the study of the bill. On 
that ground he was opposed to the second 
reading. 

The bill was read a second time. 

THE SUCK DRAINAGE BOARD, 

On the motion for the adjournment, 

Mr. Lavin mentioned that for a number 
of years no maintenance work had been done 
by the Suck Drainage Board, and the people 
refused to pay the rates aa for 
arrears. When the Drainage Act of 1924 
came into operation the Suck Drainage Board 
wakened to a realisation of their respon- 
sibilities. Their efforts were not directed 
towards relieving the distress prevailing as 
a result of their negligence in years past, 
but they got their solicitor to issue civil bills 
for the arrears of maintenance tax for the 
whole peried during which no work was done. 
Decrees were now being executed by the 
Board, and the unfortunate people whose 
lands had been flooded, and whose crops had 
been destroyed, were being decreed and their 
lands cleared of stock. The Board was. at 
present engaged in restoration work in the 
Suck draimage area. 

Representations had been made for the pur- 
pose of a conference between the Board of 
Works. and the Suck Drainage Board, but the 
Suck Drainage Board determived to carry on 
in its own way. Their ‘total liabilities were 
£1,000, and half of this amount was due to 
their solicitor; but “the total amount of 
arrears to be collected was £5,000. The 
people concerned were willing to pay for 
what work had been done, and he wanted 
the Minister for Finance to put a stop to 
the action of the Board-at present. 

There was no purpose to be served by 
having these decrees executed. It was abso- 
lutely necessary to promote legislation that 
would relieve the responsibilities of this 
Board, which had failed to discharge their 
duties; had refused to listen to appeals for 
consideration; ignored representations made 
by the Board of Works for a conference; 
and were determined to carry on their work 
in their own way. He submitted that a 
special bill should be introduced by way of 
amendment to the Drainage Act, 1924, with 
reference to the Suck. It was a matter of 
great urgency. 

COMPLAINTS FROM ROSCOMMON. 

Mr. Broderick said that there were many 
complaints from farmers in Roscommon, as 
the Board had done no work during the past 
five years. 

Mr. P. O’Maille said that the flooding of 
the Suck also caused considerable damage 
in County Galway. He thought’ that it would 
be well if the Minister could see ‘his way 
to hold up the decrees until such time as 
the Suck was properly drained. 

Mr. Duggan, replying for the Minister for 
Finance, agreed that the facts were as stated, 
but said that they had legal power to inter- 
fere with the Suck Drainage Board. That 
could only be done by legislation, and, in 
view of the action of the Drainage Board in 
this matter, it was worthy of consideration 
by the Government, and he was sure it would 
have their favourable consideration. 

The Dail then adjourned until Tuesday 
next at 5 p.m.

: THEN AND NOW. 

Acknowledging the toast of “Our Old 
School,” proposed at the annual dinner of the 
Catholic University School Union at the 
Metropole Hotel. Dublin, last.night, the Rev. 
Father Lawless, 5.M., President of the 
College, said that as a system of education 
the old Intermediate system had many bitter 
critics. Now that it existed no longer people 
began to sigh for the days that were gone. 
He admitted that it had done pretty 
good work and played its part well; 
but it had not given to the authorities 
in the secondary schools freedom or 
power enough in selecting their text books, 
and im making out their own programmes. 
The présent system had done away with that 
FACS arsa It had given them perfect freedom 
to make out their own programmes and select 
their own text books. That was a very im- 
portant. point, so important that he doubted 
very much if it could be exaggerated. They 
could now take and select authors best calcu- 
lated to give a good Catholic education to 
their pupils. Such an education would make 
their pupils proud of the Catholic Church to 
which they belonged, and make them see that 
by living up to the tenets of that religion 
they were serving their own best interests. 


A DRAWBACK, 

In the past the Catholic Church, in matters 
of secondary edueation, was passed over 1m 
silence. It was ignored; its achievements 
were not spoken of, and the names of its great 
men were not on the programme at all. That 
was & great drawback; it was teaching only 
half truths, and, as everybody knew, halt 
truths were often the worst of lies. That 
teaching had the tendency to make their 
young fellows feel apologetic for being 
Catholics. 

They were. very content to work under the 
new system. It had its drawbacks, but the 
points he mentioned overshadowed all others 
and made it an admirable system. They had 
a very sympathetic set of gentlemen in the 
Education Department, who were ever ready 
to hear their problems, and try to help them 
out. So far as he had anything to do with 1t. 
he found the new system admirable—it suited 
the school, and the boys were contented with 
it, (Applause.) 


TRIBUTE TO TEACHERS. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘Our Union,” Sur- 
geon J. 8. McArdle said that the reason for 
his presence at that gathering was to prove 
his loyalty to the great Order which had given 
him his first start in life. There were other 
educational establishments that were quite 
great, and were much better known, but he 
averred that there was no body of teachers 
that had endeared themselves so much to, 
or had done so much for, their boys.

SECOND MARRIAGES IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 


CANCER’S TOLL OF THE 
POPULATION, 


— 


A remarkable fact brought to light in 
the Registrar-General’s fourth annual re- 
port of the marriages, births and deaths 
registered in Northern Ireland during the 
year 1925 is the. number of widowers and 
widows who re-married. There were 7,682 
marriages during the twelve months, and 
in 11 out of every 100 of them one or 
both of the contracting parties had been 
married before. 

A striking feature of the report is the 
increasing toll which cancer levies on the 
population. Thus in a population of 
1,256,522 the deaths from this 
numbered 1,441, the highest number re- 
corded during the past ten years. Heart 
disease was responsible for the deaths of 
2,655, tuberculosis for 2,100, arid 
pneumonia and bronchitis for a total of

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AN UPWARD TENDENCY. 

Marriages during the vear numbered 7,682 
(in an enumerated population of 1,257,000, 
including military). While this represents a 
slight upward tendency—0.14 above the rate 
for 1924—it is below the average tor the 
previous ten years. 

Of the total. marviages, 688.9 per cent. were 
of bachelors and spinsters, 7.0 per cent, were 
of widowers and spinsters, 2.1 per cent, were 
of bachelors and widows, and 2.0 pea cent. 
were of widowers and widows, Thus 9.0 per 
cent, of the men married were widowers and 
4.1 per cent. of the women married 
widows. 

Of the husbands, 98.0 per cent. signed the 
marriage registers by writing their names and 
the remainder signed by mark, while 98,5. per 
cent, of the wives wrote their names aud the 
remainder signed by mark: 


OVER 600 TWINS. 

The number of births registered during the 
year was 27,686, the birth-rate being 22.0 per 
1,000. This rate is 0.7 helow the rate 
1924 and the lowest recorded in the past ten 
years, with the exception of the war years of 
1917-18, when the rates were slightly lower, 
and 1919, when the rate was the same. - 

Of the 27,686 children registered in 1925, 
27,C75 were single children, 602 were twins 
and 9 were triplets. Thus, of the total 
children born, 97.79 per cent. were single 
children, 2.18 per cent. were twins, and 0.05 
were triplets. The twin births were 1.11 per 
cent. of the single births and 1.10 of the total 
mothers. The proportion of male infants 
born alive in 1925 was 105.1 to 100 
female. 

Of the 27,686 births registered during the 
year, 26,539 or 95.9 per cent. were legitimate, 
and 1,147 or 4.1 per cent. were ilecitimate, 
the latter being 6.2 below the percentage for 
the preceding year. The 26,539 legitimate 
births are in the proportion of 105.1 males to 
every 100 females.. The corresponding pro- 
portion for the 1,147 illegitimate hirths is 
105.7 males to every 100 females. 

Of the births appertaining to County 
Antrim, 5.0 per cent. were illegitimate; for 
Armagh the percentage was 4.2; for Belfast 
County Borough, 3.1; for Down, 4.3; for Fex- 
manach, 5.5; for Londonderry, 5.2; and for 
Tyrone 4.8. 

PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 

The deaths registered during the year nam. 
bered 19,784, affording a death rate of 15.7 
per 1,000.

DUNCAN’S PROPOSAL 
ADOPTED. 


From a GoLFING COoRRESPONDENT. 


There has been a most interesting - sequel 
to the recent visit of George Duncan and 
Arthur Havers. to Dublin. 

A special meeting of. the Central Council 
of the Golfin Union of Ireland was held 
yesterday at Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, and, after 
a -pretracted diseussion, it was ‘decided to 
hold an Open Championship of Ireland next 
year. 

Portmarnock will be the venue for this, the 
first Open Championship of Ireland under the 
direct auspices of the Golfing Union of Ire- 
land. The dates were not fixed, as the Pro- 
fessional Golfers’ Association will have to be 
consulted, so as to avoid the possibility of 
clashing ‘with any of the.tournaments of 
that association. 

| THE PRIZE MONEY. 

The speciai meeting of the Central Council 
was the outcome of the following letter, which 
was sent from the Portmarnock Club to the 
Hon. Secretary of the Leinster Branch on 
October 9th — 

“I enclose a cutting from the /rish Times 
containing George Duncan's suggestion for 
an Irish Open Championship (on the lines of 
the British Open) in , The matter is 
being widely discussed, and Dublin golfers 
are very enthusiastic about it. I suggest 
that the Leinster Branch should be asked to 
put a before the G.U.I. without delay. 

'" As Duncan said, a professional tourna- 
ment, to be successful, would require a prize 
fuhd of £1:000‘or £1.200; but with the 
honour of a championship attached it could 
be done for £750. There are obvious 
objections to the establishment of a new 
championship; but the great benefit it would 
confer on the game in Ireland should, in 
my opinion, outweigh any technical diffi- 
culties. For the present, at any rate, it 
eould not be held annually; but I‘see no ob- 
jection to holding it at intervals of three or 
four years, like the Olympic Games. 

“Hí such a competition is ever established 
it should be done at once 

“ Tf the: Golfing Union will sanction such 


a‘ championship in 1927, and allow it to be 


| played at Portmarnock, under the usual 
G.U.L control, the club will at once set 
about finding the money for prize fund and 
expenses, and will report progress at an early 
date.

money can be raised in Dublin without any con- 


tribution from the .G.U.I. beyond the provi-

ULSTER’'S SUPPORT. 

The Leinster, Munster and Connaazht 
Branches approved of the scheme prio: to 
yesterday “s meeting, and the Ulster Branch 
instructed ” its delegates as to the 
action to take when the matter came before 
the Central Council. 

The Ulstermen were not inclined to agree 
to a proposal to increase the number of Irish 
championships, but when it came to voting 
they.were. beaten, and, to their credit be it 
said, they accepted the decision like the good 
sportsmen they are, and pledged themselves 
and their branch to do all in their power to 
make the championship a success. 

There was perfect unanimity among the 
other delegates, and that the ‘championship 
will be a great success mav be taken for 
granted. The prize fund will be forthcom- 
ing, for the opinion at the meeting was that 
the Dublin clubs would heartily co-cperate 
in every way with the Portmarnock Club. 

Tt will be recalled that at the dinner at 
Portmarnock, Duncan gave a definite promise 
that he would’ induce tw enty or thirty of the 
English and Scottish professionals to compete 
in an Irish Open Championship should his 
Suggestion be adonted bv the G.U.I.. and. 
with our own professionals and the best of 
the Irish and cross-Channel amateurs taking 
part, the tournament will be the most im- 
portant ever held in the annals of Irish golf. 

I may remark that this championship will 
be in addition to the Irish Open Amateur 
and Irish Close Amateur Championships. 

THE OFFICIAL REPORT.

The question of the domicile cf Lord 
Cheylesmore again. came before Lord Merri- 
vale in the London Divorce Court yesterday. 

Lord Cheylesmore last year filed a cia'm 
for divorce in the Canadian Courts. His 
wife filed a defence in Canada, in which 
she denied ‘jurisdiction, and a petition for 
divorce in the English Court.

BELFAST MAN AND | 
DUBLIN WIFE. 


A QUESTION. OF DOMICILE 


—_—— oe —-—_ 


A question of Irish domicile was argued 
before Mr. Justice Hill, in the 
ivorce Court, in a case in which 
Mrs. E. A. McNulty is petitioning for 
udicial separation from her husband, John 

cNulty, on the ground. of desertion. The 
eS ew said he was domiciled in Belfast, 
and, therefore, the English Courts had no 
jurisdiction, 

Mr. Costello, for the respondent, said that 
he was in Sparmount street, Belfast, :n 
December, 1891, and was still in that house. 
His parents had lived in Ireland all their 
lives, having been married in Derry. In 
1912 the respondent entered the Civil Service, 
and was sent to.London, where he remained 
until October, 1918. He was a Customs and 
Excise officer. In October, 1918, he returned 
to Belfast, having obtained permission to 
join His Majesty’s forces. He remained in 
the forces until October, 1919, when he re- 
sumed civil employment in the Customs, and 
was sent back fo Rakion: where he remained 
until <a, 1920, when he was recalled to 
Belfast. He remained there until September, 
1922, when he was sent to Liverpool on Sr 
for a few months. In the following Marc 
he was recalled to Belfast, and had remained 
there ever since. The Customs for Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland was all one 
service; it was a reserved service, The 
marriage with the petitioner took place on 
December 26, 1920. The respondent got 


‘special leave to go to England, and was 


away three weeks altogether. He and the 
petitioner only lived together for a week, and 
the marriage was never consummated. The 
wife did not go back to Belfast with him, On 
the merits of the case, the respondent said, 
the petitioner was not entitled to the 
relief that she claimed. He had no inten- 
tion of living anywhere else than in Northern 
Ireland. 
RESPONDENT'S EXAMINATION. 

Mr. John McNulty gave evidence that he 
was living at Sparmount street, Belfast, with 
his mother and three sisters. He met his 
wife in 1917 in London. He understood that 


‘she had come over from Dublin to take a 


temporary post in the Customs during the 
war. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kenelm Preedy, for 
the wife, he maintained that he was an un- 
attached officer when in England. 

Mr. Preedy—In August, 1920, before the 
marriage, did you write to the petitioner : 
‘* Tell me this, dearest pet, what place would 
you like to settle down at? I want your 
choice, your very own. Never mind what it 
may be. It is for your sake, pet, that I 
want to stay a while in Belfast, though I 
feel the separation hard.’’—Yes. 

When you went back to Belfast, was not 
the idea that you would go there tem- 
porarily in order to save money, and that 
your wife should remain at her post in Lon- 
don until you could go back and start a 
home ?—Certainly, to start a home; that was 
the idea. 

His Lordship—To come back to London !— 
We never really came to any hard and fast 
decision as to where we would ultimately 
settle, 

Mr. Preedy—Was not the theme of your 
letters that after you had saved sufficient 
money you would go back to London and 
live there with her?’—Part of my idea was 
to save sufficient to buy a home. 

Was it not rather a shock whén you were 
sent to Belfast?’—It came rather suddenly. 

Did not you tell your wife you were only 
going there temporarily!—That may have 
been my intention at the time. 


RELIGIOUS FEELING IN BELFAST. 

Did you also write to her from Belfast: 
“The hatred of Catholics is more intense 
than ever, if that is possible, in this strong- 
hold of bigotry. Dublin I do not care for, as 
it has a very anemic economic existence. 
London is hallowed to me through meeting 
my loved one there. Some of its spots are 
now like shrines to me '? 

In September, 1920, did you also write her: 
“I am getting a bit sick of Belfast because 
of this trouble. We live in a Protestant 
district, and officially Belfast is good and 
comfortable, but I have grown to dislike it. 
I do not want any of my children to be 
reared in it’’?--Yes; in view of the state 
of affairs at that time, after what 1 had 
one through, I naturally did not care much 
or the place at, the time. 

Did you say, 1 shall be glad when 1 am 
back in London íor good with you?'— 
Certainly; at that time I would rather have 
been anywhere else than in Belfast. Further 
guestioned, he said that, he did not remember 
telling his wife that he was as much 
domiciled in England as King George himself. 


WIFE'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Agnes McNulty gave 
evidence that she was born in Dublin, and 
lived there until she came to London. Her 
family was broken up owing to the revolution 
and her brothers, going to the war. She 
became engaged to the respondent in May, 
1920, and he was well aware that she had 
no wish to return to Ireland ‘Their real 
differences arose in. October, 1921. 

Cross-examined, she agreed that at one 
time she was anxious that he should divorce 
her. 

His lordship asked why the husband did 
not take divorce proceedings in view of the 
wife’s letters. It seemed Mther foolish on 
her part to sue for a separation. . 

Mr. Costello said that his lordship must 
bear in mind the religious beliefs of the 
parties. 

After legal argument, his lordship said the 
question was whether the respondent ever 
had an English domicile which enabled his 
wife to take proceedings for judicial separa- 
tion. To his mind it was quite clear that 
the husband never acquired an English 
domicile. ‘There was no proof of any inten- 
tion to settle permanently in England. The 
letters showed that no final decision had 
been made. At the utmost they only contem- 
plated possible residence in London. He, 
therefore. gave judgment, dismissing the 
wife’s suit.

RECONSTRUCTION 
PROBLEMS. 


In the course of an address on “ Rural 
Reconstruction in Ireland,’’ delivered at 5 
Leinster street, Dublin. last evening, Mrs. 
Dermod O’Brien deplored the lack of play- 
grounds at many of the National schools 
throughout the Irish Free State. The 
children, she said, should be taught properly 
organised games. They should learn to play 
for their side and not for themselves, and, 
by keeping that ideal before them, the whole 
country would benefit. 

The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Irish Women Citizens’ Association, 
the chair being occupied by Mrs. Noel 
Guinness. 

Mrs. O’Brien said that one of the first 
things that they should do to bring about 
improvements in rural districts was to have 
some loosely united bond that would include 
everybody in the district, so that all would 
feel that they had responsibilities and that 
the community depended on them. There 
should be a great number of small clubs and 
societies, sufficiently varied in character to 
bring in everybody. The boys and young 
men should be provided with playing fields 
for whatever sport they desired, and there 
should also be reading rooms and places for 
indoor games.

4d. had been paid in one week to movor- 
men and conductors. He did not, he said, 
object to overtime under ordinary conditions, 
but he would like to point out that whereas 
some men.worked sixty or seventy hours a 
week, others worked only thirty hours. In 
view of the state of Pre. Peeves 2 he thought 
the Committee or the manager should see 
that every man got his fair share of work. 
Councillor Megahey, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, said that the average number of hours 
worked was from 48 to 50, and no man 
worked from 60 to 70. 

Derry Dockers’ Wages Dispute.—As a pro- 
test against the rate of wages being paid for 
the unloading of briquettes at Derry quay, 
about 42 dock labourers went on strike yester- 
day. The men demanded additional pay, 
which was refused, and they were offered a 
lower rate, whereupon they ceased work, and 
the discharge of the German steamer Tordin, 
at present berthed at the quay, is at a 
standstill. 

Girt Burned to Death. — ‘ Accidental 
death ” was the verdict returned at the. in- 

uest in Belfast on Tuesday on Sarah Wallace 
25), Matilda street, Donegall road, Belfast, 
who was fatally burned while washing clothes 
in her home. Mr. William Wallace, the girl’s 
father, said that last Friday he was upstairs 
and heard his daughter shout. On comeng 
downstairs he found her with her clothes on 
fire, He immediately put out the flames, and 
afterwards sent for the ambulance. His 
daughter: was washing clothes, and 
assumed that her garments accidentally 
caught fire. Medical evidence showed that 
death was due to shock, following extensive 
burns. 


COMBINES AND TRUSTS.} 


AGRICULTURAL ORGANISA- 
TION IN THE UNITED STATES. 


Professor B. F. Shields continued his series 
of lectures at University College, Dublin, last 
night, when he dealt with various forms of 
business combines, such as temporary and 
permanent associations, for regulating trade, 
pooling agreements, cartels and selling syndi- 
cates. 

A pool he described as a more highly 
developed form of combine than a trade asso- 
ciation. The latter endeavoured to maintain 
agreed prices; the former provided the 
machinery to control output and price. 
When information was obtained from thé 
previous records of manufacturers in an asso- 
ciation a fixed output was allotted to each 
for a definite sr; If the output was ex- 
ceeded a fine was paid, while if less than the 
pre-determined output is performed compensa- 
tion is allowed: In some cases firms ceasing 
to manufacture are able to draw a handsome 
profit. from the pool. 

The objects and activities of agricultural 
pools in the United States within the last 
five years, he said, should be of special in- 
terest in regard to our agricultural organisa- 
tion. Since 1920 farmers in the United 
States have suffered greatly on account of 
unfavourable prices for their products, 
Accordingly efforts were made among ni way 
communities and by the State and Federa 
Legislatures to hasten the formation of pool- 
ing associations for the sale of agricultural 
produce. Congress passed the Capper Vol- 
stead Act, by which legal sanction and en- 
couragement were given to agriculturists for 
“collectively processing, preparing for 
market, handling and marketing agricultural 

roduce in interstate and foreign commerce. ' 

he great extension of this movement in the 
United States may be realised from the in- 
creased membership of pooling associations 
from 651 in. 1 to millions in 1925, 
The selling power of the individual farmer 
is enhanced; improved grading, greater 
efficiency and lessened risks in marketing are 
obtainable. , 

Formerly it was oftentimes a process of 
bargaining between ignorance and helpless- 
ness on the part of the farmer as against 
expert knowledge of marketing methods by 
factors and middlemen. These marketi 
organisations became, by the Agricultura 
Credits Act, 1923, credit mobolising agencies 
between individual farmers and the financial 
institutions of the country. 

A COAL CARTEL. : 

The Westphalian coal cartel was organised 
to abolish price competition and to establish 
a selling company with the exclusive right 
to sell all the coal placed. on the market 
by its members. The less capable mines are 
able in and bad times to work with a 
margin of profit. Savings in administration 
and selling expenses are effected by a better 
distribution of orders in respect to sources of 
supply by the use of a common marketing

LORD CHEYLESMORE’S 
DOMICILE. 


_— 


NO INTENTION TO SIT IN 
HOUSE OF PEERS. 

The question of the domicile cf Lord 
Cheylesmore again. came before Lord Merri- 
vale in the London Divorce Court yesterday. 

Lord Cheylesmore last year filed a cia'm 
for divorce in the Canadian Courts. His 
wife filed a defence in Canada, in which 
she denied jurisdiction, and a petition for 
divorce in the English Court. The Regis- 
trar thereupon directed the issue to be tried 
as to Lord Cheylesmore’s domicile, Lady 
Cheylesmore to be the plaintiff. 

Lord Cheylesmore, who served with dis- 
tinction during the war, went out to Alberta 


with his wife in 1921, and began ranching | 


there. He and his wife paid trips to England, 
but his case was that he intended to settle 
down in Canada and make his permanent 
home in that country. It was stated that he 
had not taken, and did not intend to take, 
his seat in the House of Lords. 

‘Colonel Gilbert Hamilton, C.M.G., late 
officer commanding the Grenadier Guards, in 
an affidavit, said that after the war he com- 
manded the 3rd Battalion at the Tower, and 
Lord Cheylesmore was with him there. Lord 
Cheylesmore told him that he wanted to leave 
the regiment and go to Canada, and he did 
his best to dissuade him. 


_AN INVITATION TO TEA. 


Lord Cheylesmore was further cross- 
examined by Sir Edward Marshall-Hall. He 
said he first met his wife through a gentle- 
man friend who gave him the telephone num- 
ber of Miss “á gá as she then was. He 
rang her up and invited her to tea. He had 
never seen her till he met her at tea. Lord 
Cheylesmore said. that when he and his wife 
separated in 1924 she went to live at Calgary 
Hotel. She had an allowance from him, and 
he was responsible for her hotel bill. He 
agréed that he was threatened with proceed- 
ings over his wife’s unpaid hotel bill. About 
this time he said he consulted Canadian 
lawyers with regard to his relations with his 
wife. 

Lord Cheylesmore said that his wife had 


an allowance from him of £250 a year, paid | 


to her through a bank. 

Sir Edward—Do you suggest that she could 
live at an hotel on an allowance of £250 a 
year? Not if she stayed there the whole 
year. | 

Lord Cheylesmore said that he had his wife 
watched by a detective from New York. 

Sir Edward suggested that watching Lady 
Cheylesmore was an expensive business. Lord 
Cheylesmore. agreed, and said he borrowed 
3,000 dollars.from his cousin, but that did not 
pay for all the watching. 

I put it to you that you spent that money 
in the hope of getting evidence, because you 


did not believe the charges made against your 
wile by the heads’—That is quite untrue. . 

Sir Edward asked about the bungalow on 
Lord Cheylesmore’s ranch, and enquired 
whether it was a fit. and proper place for a 
lady’ to live in. 

““Certainly,” replied Lord Cheylesmore. 

The President—lt all depends on whether 
she agreed to live there. She might be con- 
tent to live in this bungalow. It was said by 
Lord Cheylesmore that it was a wooden bun- 
galow of the usual type in that district. 

Sir Edward—There were no sanitary 
arrangements. Yes there were. 

Lord Cheylesmore denied that he was 
attempting to set up a Canadian domicile in 
order to oust the jurisdiction of the English 
Courts. 

MOTHER'S EVIDENCE. | 
Mr. Cotes Preedy, K.C., read an affidavit by 


the Dowager Lady Cheylesmore, who said that 
her son. the respondent, always wanted to go 
|} out to the Colonies. After his first visit to 
| Canada, her son said he loved the life out 
there and the hard work. He had made his 
honse nice and comfortable. The ranch was 
doing well. He was absorbed in his work, 
and he looked on Alberta as his permanent 
home. : 

In cross-examination, Lady Cheylesmore 
said that. she first heard of the marriage about 
two months after it took place.. At that time 
there was no suggestion of a breach of promise 
action against her son. 

“ There was,” she said, “a certain subject 
discussed, but not of breach of promise.”’ 

The President—Was it a claim by a 
woman’? Yes. 

Made to your husband in respect of your 
son? Yes. 

The case was again adjourned.
